Soviet Food 
Crisis Looms 


The Soviet Union will face 
tremendous problems of food 
supply the coming winter, ac- 
cording to yesterday’s United 
Press dispatches from London. 
UP quotes British sources who 
estimate that “40 per cent” of 
the Soviet Union’s food pro- 
ducing areas are in the hands 
of the Germans. This includes: 

Fifty per cent of the domestic 
grain supply, which was 75 per 
cent of the nation’s food total 
food. 


Over 125,000,000 acres of land 
including 75,000,000 acres of gen- 
eral food producing. land in the 
North Caucasus, Azov, Kursk, 
Voronezh, Stalingrad areas. Six- 
ty million of these acres in grain. 

Half of the annual total of 
15,000,000 acres planted in pota- 
toes. : 


At least, 3,200,000 acres—25 
per cent of the total devoted to 
fodder crops, the key to meat 
supplies—lost or menaced. 

Half of the sugar beet pro- 
ducing areas.

On the Murmansk front the Nazi 
Luftwaffe lost over 300 planes from 
May 15 to Aug. 15, without shat- 
tering the defenses of this impor- 
tant Soviet arctic port, Paul Mo- 
torin, vice-chairman of the Mur- 
mansk Regional Executive Commit- 
tee, reports in the Soviet press, 
according to Inter-Continent News. 
The tremendous losses in man- 
power that the Germans have paid 
in their spring and summer cam- 
paign are a tribute to the “bleed- 
ing” policy of the Red Army. “To- 
day, while stemming the advance ot 
the fascist hordes, the main task 
which the Red Army has set itself 
is to wipe out and destroy the 
enemy manpower and equipment as 
the basic prerequisite for the forth- 
coming rout of the enemy,” says 
Red Star; Soviet army paper, ac- 
cording to an Inter-Continent News 
dispatch. “This is especially evi- 
dent in the battle at Stalingrad, 
where the Nazi attacks and the 
Soviet counter-attacks are inces- 
sant.”

guerrilla bands is magnificent, in- 
cluding obesrvation posts, supply 
corps, and so on, with excellent 
leadership and “combative ‘spirit. 


Newest information on the 
Spanish guerrillas, supplementing 
in many ways the.direct but ir- 
regular news received here, is ob- 
tained from the May 20, 1942, is- 
sue of Montana, Falangist pub- 
lication in Havana, Cuba. 
PROVES GUERRILLA WAR 

The publication, of course, crows 
over the death of the guerrilla 
leader, Carinoso, and makes out 
that his entire organization has 
been destroyed.

The committee gave figures to 
prove why the rubber situation is 
“so dangerous,” They showed that 
the crude rubber stock pile on hand 
last July 1, was 578,000 tons, and

000 tons, military and other essential 
demands to Jan. 1, 1944—making no 
allowance for tires for passenger 
cars—total 842,000, a deficit of 211,- 
000 tons.

T HAS been apparent for some 

time that every day which passes 
without any steps being taken to 
reopen negotiations with the im- 
prisoned Indian leaders aggravates 
the India crisis and brings disaster 
closer. 

It has also been clear from the 
continuation of repressive measures 
against the Indian people that the 
British Cabinet has no intention of 
changing its policy. 


The reiteration and defense of 


this policy by the Prime Minister in 
his Commons speech yesterday 
therefore, should come as no great 
surprise. It was hardly to be ex- 
pected that Churchill would back 
down where Cripps refused to budge. 

He added nothing not already 
known to the British case. There 
was the same complacent acknowl- 
edgment that invasion of India was 
not far off. The same traditional 
charge that the All-India Congress 
does not represent India, although 
it obtained two out of every three 
votes in the last elections. 

He made the same blind conten- 
tion that the Moslems, the “un- 
touchables” and the subjects of the 
Indian princes were comfortably 
tucked away in the British pocket, 
and therefore, that it was unneces- 
sary to come to an agreement with 
Congress.. He displayed the same 
smug confidence as Sir Stafford on 
his return from India that the situ- 
ation is reassuring.

F WE are to take the evidence 

provided by the Prime Minister 
we must of course come to the con- 
clusion that the situation is not 
reassuring. “Less than“ 500 Indians 
have been killed, he announce:]. He 
also made it clear that the govern- 
ment intends to keep thousands of 
Congress, trade union, youth and 
peasant leaders in jail. 

Even more serious is the charge

The war has made good statesmanship a 
condition for survival; equally, it has made 
all of us statesmen.
